Registration Of 
Most Snowmobiles 
Now Under Way 


LANSING ( A P ) — All snowmo­ 
biles, with two exceptions, must 
be registered for operation in 
Michigan, reminds Secretary of 
State Jam es Hare. 
The exceptions are machines 
used only on the owner’s prop­ 
erty or lands under his control 
or vehicles used exclusively in 
a special snowmobile event of 
limited duration. 
Registration fees from now 
until Dec. 31 will be $5.

There’s More to See on Cable TV 
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Rest Area 


It has b e e n nearly three months since 
Standard Oil Division of American Oil Co. made 
the formal presentation of the deed to its service 
station property at the comer of lith St. and 
Ludington to the City of Escanaba. 
There was a ceremony of sorts that day 
with councilmen, members of the Chamber of 
Commerce and photographers at the service sta­ 
tion to duly record the moment when the deed 
changed hands. A dinner program hosted by the 
Chamber of Commerce emphasized t h e civic 
mindedness of all concerned. 
The plan called for the city to lease the 
property to the Chamber of Commerce — which 
it did — and for the Chamber and downtown 
merchants to work cooperatively in developing 
the property into a shopping rest area, includ­ 
ing public rest rooms and possibly other facil­ 
ities to accommodate downtown shoppers. 
Today the sendee station still sits as it did 
three months ago- Its driveways are being used 
as a parking lot. Tile purpose for which it was 
intended — that shoppers rest area — is no­ 
where in sight. 


What happened? Or better, what is happen­ 
ing. 
The City Council asked that question the 
other night and the tone was unmistaken! y criti­ 
cal, but coming from Council — an ‘‘honorable 
body” which in the past has moved at less than 
a supersonic pace — ifs sort of like the pot 
calling the kettle black. 
“I haven’t heard anything about it lately,” 
said Councilman Edward J. Cox of the rest sta­ 
tion project. “If the Chamber of Commerce and 
the businessmen are not interested, the property 
should be deeded back to the Standard Oil peo­ 
ple and have them dispose of it and get it back 
on the tax roll.” 
Council’s desire to see the property devel­ 
oped or back on the tax rolls is understandable. 
Sitting at one of the busiest corners in the down­ 
town area, the property is too valuable to be 
merely an eyesore. 
But Council might be a little bit more tol­ 
erant of the people who are working to improve 
the property. The problems of developing off 
street parking in the downtown area aren’t that 
far in the past that the lessons should be lost 
already. And those parking Iota — unlike the 
rest area where Council has not indicated any 
desire to assist with the financing — were con­ 
structed with city assistance- 


The problems in getting a diversified group 
of merchants and property owners to cooperate 
together in a single project are not insurmount­ 
able, but agreement does not come overnight, 
particularly when the project is going to cost 
money. Agreement is even more difficult when 
there is no concensus on the specific improve­ 
ments to be made. 
Walter Lewke. manager of the Chamber of 
Commerce, said he has obtained estimates from 
two different contractors on the cost to remodel 
the service station into a rest area, one at about 
$39,000 and another at $17,000. He is presently 
awaiting word from a third contractor on the 
same proposition. 
But even assuming that a design is accept­ 
ed by the majoriy of the downtowners, there is 
still no assurance that financing the project will 
be approved immediately. Unlike the City of 
Escanaba, the Chamber of Commerce has no 
authority to tell minority property owners or 
businessmen that they must pay an assessment. 
In a chamber project, cooperation must be vol­ 
untary and some people simply don’t volunteer 
freely when their wallets are involved. 
The rest area, however, is something that 
is needed in downtown Escanaba. A park-like 
area with grass and trees would be welcomed. 
Such a development — even with the im­ 
petus provided by cost-free property and the 
impending shopping center — takes time. 
Council, of all groups, should realize this and 
to start publically criticizing the Chamber of 
Commerce without first giving the chamber and 
the downtowners ample opportunity to work out 
the problems involved serves no purpose except, 
possibly, to further complicate the project- 


Drowsy Driver Lousy 


An official of the Michigan Trucking Asso­ 
ciate points out that the trouble with falling 
asleep at the wheel is that you may never wake 
up.

the traffic accidents policed by troopers from 
the 13 U. P. posts were of the one-car, run off 
roadway type. A substantial s h a r e of those, 
troopers said, could be blamed on drivers dozing 
at the wheel. 
In 1964, for example, of 2,678 accidents re­ 
ported to State Police in the U. P., 890 were one 
car, run off roadway mishaps. There were 1.017 
of 3,077 in 1965, 1.243 of 3.305 in 1966, 1,223 of 
3,464 in 1967 and 1,391 of 3,744 in 1968. 
Some of the drivers involved in the one-car 
accidents perhaps had been drinking. Some were 
unfamiliar with the road and some apparently 
just fell asleep. In many of those accidents, 
severe injury or death resulted. 
The point is that the drowsy driver is a 
lousy driver. Stay awake, or get off the road.

Medicare Will 


Be Increased 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
S4 monthly Medicare premium 
that more than 19 million Amer­ 
icans pay for coverage of doc­ 
tors’ fees will be raised to 
“somewhat over $5“ beginning 
July I, the administration told 
Congress. 
Robert M. Ball, commissioner 
of the Social Security Adminis­ 
tration, said no final decision 
has been made on the exact 
amount which, under law, must 
be set by the Secretary of Wel­ 
fare before Jan. I. 
Ball’s 
announcement 
bears 
out what President Nixon said 
last month—that there would be 
a substantial increase in the 
premium. 
The fact that the premium 
will go over $5 was reported by 
Ball during an appearance be­ 
fore the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 
The panel has resumed its 
hearings on the administration’s 
welfare reform measures and 
its proposed IO per cent in­ 
crease in Social Scurity cash 
benefits. 
The monthly Medicare pre­ 
mium was S3 when the program 
began in 1966. It was increased 
to $4 in 1966. 
Ball said benefit payments un­ 
der the (plan soared from $664 
million in fiscal 1967 to SI .6 bil­ 
lion in the year that ended last 
June 30. 
The premium increase to cov­ 
er doctors’ bills will be in addi­ 
tion to a boost in the amount 
that the aged will be required to 
pay for Medicare hospital bene­ 
fits. 
The aged now pay the first $44 
of a hospital bill.

Although I love to go hunting, fishing to me is the ultimate 
in recreation and the steelhead is the ultimate in fishing. No fish 
that swims Michigan waters can match the steelhead. 
A steelhead is big. strong, and can tailwalk down a river 
like a tarpon. He's as spooky as a brown trout, and matches the 
Alantic salmon in acrobatics. He can be taken on every type 
of brit and tackle you can think of. 
In other words he s a fisherman’s fish. 
During the past few years, Michigan anglers have seen 
thousands of steelhead come swarming up Great Lakes tributary 
Streams during their spring and fall runs. These huge trout have 
been averaging between four ani twenty pounds, with some 
even bigger. 
Steehead fishing is not for the impatient or warm weather 
type of angler. A “steelheader” is the toughest of fishermen, 
because the best steelhead fishing is found during the colder 
months of the year. A veteran steelheader once told me “late 
December and early April are the best tams to catch b g steelies.” 
Fall frosts usually see the advent of steelhead congregating 
off tne mouths of certain streams prior to their fall run. Some 
of these rainbows spawn during the fall run. but a vast majority 
of these big lake-run rainbows are moving into the stream seek­ 
ing warmer, mere oxvgenated water which is more likely to 
prolong their voracious feeding habits. 
When the line freezes in your guides, you know the weather 
is getting cold, steelhead cold. Fall runs have started on such 
famous U. P. steelhead streams as the Big Two-Hearted. Sand, 
Big Huron and Carp Rivers. Already a h ard y group of fishermen 
known as “steelheaders” are braving the cold and wind for a 
crack at one of the world’s greatest game fish — the Michigan 
•teelhead. 
When steelhead are congregating off river mouths the best 
way to catch them is to troll a good action lure slowly about IOO 
feet behind your boat. Fish m ar the top and you’ve got a win­ 
ner. 
If you’re wading, spawn bags are best with spinners a close 
second. 
Big steelies are especially prone to eating spawn on their 
fall upstream run. There is usually a lot of natural spawn in 
U.P. streams in the fall due to the spawning of coho salmon, 
brown and brook trout. Many biologists believe the spawning of 
these other fish draw the steelhead into the streams to feed 
Because of the steelhead?, overwhelming desire to eat 
spawn, spawn bags are, naturally, the best bait to use. A gentle 
sweeping cast is the best way to work eggs when casting for 
steelhead in a stream. Another distinct advantage of spawn bag 
fishing is that you can stand upstream from the fish you are 
working, drifting the bait down to the big rainbow’s lair. 
Over the years, spawn bags, 
night crawlers, 
cheese and 
Mepps spinners have probably accounted for more steelhead 
than any other bait. Work any of these tasty tidbits repeatedly 
near log jams, waterfalls or any other cover where a large trout 
might be found and you could get the thrill of a lifetime. 
If you decide or. tackling one of these big-lake run ’bows 
get a list of streams open to special fall fishing for steelhead 
To get a free copy of this list write: Department of Natural Re­ 
sources, Mason Bldg., Lansing. 
If in doubt as to 
whether a 
stream :s open or not call your local district office of the DNR. 
Steelhead grow big and strong so take along adequate tac­ 
kle if you want to wrestle one of these monsters to its death. 
Good luck and tight lines.
